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Interest in Clerk-Treasurership Increases 


Interest in the town house office 
staff and the question of possible 
consolidation has increased in the 
last few weeks since the question 
of salary readjustments among the 
tax collector, town treasurer and 
town clerk was brought up by Atty. 
James H. Eaton. One of the most 
interesting rumors of the week, not 
substantiated as yet, was to the 
effect that Town Treasurer Thax- 
ter Eaton was considering running 
for Town Clerk next spring. He was 
elected treasurer this month for 
three years. 


The two positions in Andover pay 
total salaries of $4700 plus fees 
which amount to an estimated 
$800. This is well in excess of all 
towns in Andover’s population 
range, and in many towns one per- 
son holds two positions at a total 
salary well below Andover’s $4700. 
In Arlington for instance, with a 


population nearly four times An- 
dover’s, the treasurer and collector 
are the same person, receiving 
$3800. In Methuen, population 
21,880, the treasurer and collector 
are again the same person, total 
salary $3000. 


Other towns of over 10,000 pop- 
ulation where there is a combina- 
tion of two officers are shown in 
the following table. The salary 
charged to each department follows 
that department; in some cases the 
entire salary is charged to either 
one of the offices and no salary to 
the other. The letter ‘“F’’ means 
that fees are to be added. It will be 
noted that in Norwood, one person 
is accountant and clerk, and one 
person is treasurer and tax collec- 
tor. All figures are from the 1942 
comparative salaries published by 
the Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers’ associations.

It would be much easier to write this editorial about 
lranklin Roosevelt because he probably won’t read it any- 
way. And it wouldn’t bother us much about Adolf Hitler’s 
feelings if we slambanged at him, because if he ever saw the 
Townsman, chances are that he wouldn’t read it with the im- 
pression that we feel too friendly toward him. 


But we’re just a small-town paper. We’ll leave it up to 
the big papers for a while to say what they think about Frank- 
lin and Adolf; we’ve got bigger problems, in a small-town 
way, than those two offer. And it’s nowhere so easy. 

We've given a lot of thought to this editorial, and we’ve 
had some advice. And we’ve had some feelings, too—some 
personal feelings, some feelings that we’ve built up over a 
decade, some personal feelings that it’s been a little difficult 
to build at times, and maybe because of that, they’re a little 
deeper, and so a little harder to toss aside. 


What would you do? For years you’ve seen a situation 
exist in an office that is your concern because it is a public 
office, and since you’re a newspaper, it really is your duty to 
call it to the attention of the public to whom your newspaper 
belongs. But you like the two office-holders, different in per- 
sonality though they may be, but likeable when you under- 
stand them and alike in their capabilities. Yet you know, and 
everybody else knows, that there are not two full-time jobs 
there—and you know, and everybody else knows, that in the 
world of the future, you’re going to have to make your govern- 
ment just as efficient as possible so that this world of the 
future can spend its money on necessary and not unnecessary 
things. For the necessary things will be many, a great many. 

What would you, as a newspaper, do? Keep quiet? That’s 
very, very easy—a little too easy. You know people don’t like 
the situation; they tell you they don’t like it; but they don’t 
do anything about it—they just keep on not liking it. So one 
day you decide to mention the subject—and you find things 
happening. You get letters, “personal, not for publication,” 
urging you to keep up the fight. You have people call in to say 
they agree with you, or others calling in to say that they 
think you lean toward one more than to the other—even if 
twice you have asked that personalities be left out of it. You 
have people say that by next town election it’ll be all for- 
gotten; you have people urge you to lay off because it might 
hurt one or the other of the office-holders—and you don’t 
want to hurt either, because you’ve been much more friendly 
with and thought much more of both of them than many of 
the people that have stewed about the whole situation— 
privately—for years. 

Next week’s editorial may be about Franklin Roosevelt, 
or about Adolf Hitler—or maybe it might say that we think a 
man who lets us know how he feels about national and inter- 
national subjects makes a much better candidate for president
